Carter, 24, had been attentive to 


Mrs. Krout, a divorcee, for the last 
two years and the shooting fol- 
lowed a quarrel between the two 
last night. 

It took place at 6142 Plymouth 
avenue, Wellston, an old residence 
which Mrs. “rout recently con- 
verted into a rooming house. Car- 
ter lived at the house and did odd 
jobs around the premises. 

He was shot once in the lower 
left chest, the bullet lodging just 
below .the ribs. Deputy sheriffs 
found him lying in a driveway 
about a block from the Plymouth 
avenue house and took him to 
County Hospital. 

Mrs. Krout, 35, who - formerly 
operated Christine’s Massage Par- 
lor, was taken into custody for 
questioning, along with her son. 
She said she and Carter had had a 
falling out after she had learned 
last spring that on several occa- 
sions Carter had collected rents on 
other property for her and not 
turned in the money. 

Carter was out last night she 
said, but he telephoned her gev- 
eral times, using abusive language.

Smoke Violation 


The Brown Shoe Co. was fined 
$275 and costs in Police Court to- 
day on 11 charges of violating the 
anti-smoke ordinance at its heel 
and sole factory, 1701 Lucas ave- 
nue. After an explanation by the 
company’s lawyer, however, Judge 
Joseph B. Catanzaro stayed the 
fine on payment of $33.costs and 
placed the company on probation 
for one year. 

The lawyer, Dwight Ingamells, 
told the Court that the building 
Was an old one and that although 
the company had spent $3000 to 
$4000 on mechanical adjustments 
in an effort to reduce smoke. it 
had been unable to do so until it 


began using smokeless fuel. The 


periods of excessive smoke, he said, 
were from 15 to 20 minutes at tne 
start of the day’s operations. 

Violations of the ordinance, the 
city charged, occurred on 11 morn- 
ings in June, July and August, 
when smoke of No. 2 density, the 
lightest prohibited by the ordi- 
nance, was emitted for a period 
longe: than the legal limit of nine 
minutes. 

E. P. Kennedy, manager of the 
Smoke Commissioner’s office, told 
reporters Ingamells’ statement was 
fair and in accordance with the 
facts.

U. S. Expects Strike Delay. 


“Inasmuch as this conference in 
Washington has been arranged at 
the Government’s request,” White 
said, “the Government expects 
strike action to be held in abeyance 
until every means of adjustment 
has been utilized, and has so noti- 
fied union representatives.” 

Both Clement Shea, president of 
the local, and William J. Stuhr, 
international representative, said 
they expected union members to 
grant.the Government’s request for 
a delay when they meet tonight at 
the Catholic Community House in 
East St. Louis.

WILKE REFUSED 
NGHT TO QUESTION 
CLARK IN INQUIRY 


Rebuked When He Inter- 

_ rupts — Missourian Says 
Movie Men Bar Non- 
Interventionists. 


HASN’T SEEN FILMS 
THAT HE ATTACKS 


‘’'m Not Going to See 
Them,’ He Asserts — 
Names Individuals as

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Sena- 
tor Bennett Champ Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri, charged today that “a 
handful of men have gotten pos- 
session of both radio microphone 
and the moving picture screen” 
and have denied to non-interven- 
tionists the right to be heard. 

When Clark had finished his 
testimony before a Senate subcom- 


mittee investigating propaganda, 
Senator Ernest McFarland (Dem.), 
Arizona, the only member of the 
five-man investigating group in 
favor of President Roosevelt's for- 
eign policy, sought to persuade 
Chairman D. Worth Clark (Dem.), 
Idaho, to allow Wendell L. Will- 
kie to question, the witness. 

Once again Chairman Clark 
ruled that the 1940 Republican 
presidential candidate, who repre- 
sents the motioa picture industry 
in the hearing, could not take 
part in the inqpiry. Earlier Will- 
kie had been rebuked by Chair- 
man Clark when he interrupted 
testimony of Bennett Clark, 


Chairman’s Declaration. 


“T tried to lay out a course of 
procedure yesterday,” Chairman 
Clark said. “I want to be courte- 
ous and to continue to be courteous 
but testimony is not to be inter- 
rupted by anyone other than mem- 
bers of this committee.” ' 

Willkie,-who had spoken out 
‘when Bennett Clark had suggested 
he: provide under oath a list of 
his movie clients, subsided reluc- 
tantly. 

Prevented by the committee rul- 
ing from speaking out or from 
questioning witnesses, Willkie is 
having his say by issuing state- 
ments at least twice a day. He 
demanded that Lowell Mellett, 
head of the Office of Government 
Reports, be allowed to testify to 
refute the charge made yesterday 
by Senator Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, that Government representa- 
tives had asked film producers to 
make propaganda movies. 

“After those who are bitterly op- 
posed to the foreign policy of this 
country have had their say I hope 
that the committee may be able to 
get down to the facts in the case,” 
Willkie asserted. 

Clark Charges Monopoly. 

Bennett Clark used vigorous lan- 
guage in attacking what he said 
was a monopoly of screen and ra- 
dio. He went on to say, however, 
that non-interventionists had found 
it comparatively easy to obtain 
radio time to present their views. 
Clark was co-author with Senator 
Nye, yesterday's witness, of the

Pledge Made to U. S. to 
Prevent Unfair Competi- 
tion With American 
Trade—Move to Offset 
‘Nazi Propaganda.’

LONDON, Sept. 10 (AP)—Britain, 
concerned over charges that ma- 
terials obtained from the United 
States under the Lease-Lend Act 
were being used in direct competi- 
tion with American industry in ex- 
port markets, promised today to 
prevent such misuse and to re-’ 
strict British exports. 

The British Government was 
concerned, among other things, 
over what its leaders called the 
“propaganda value to Germany” of 


these charges that American in- 
dustry, after sacrificing to send 
raw materials to Britain under the 
Lease-Lend Act, was being hit in 
foreign markets by competition 
with goods from these materials. 

The agreement with the United 
States was amnounced in a white 
paper and was said by a reliable 
source to be one of a series of 
steps planned “to prevent Ger- 
many from using lease-lend grum- 
bling as the thin edge of a wedge 
to pry Britain and the United 
States apart and hamper the Al- 
lied war effort. 


Eden Memorandum to Winant. 


The white paper consisted of cor- 
respondence between Foreign Sec- 
retary Eden and United States Am- 
bassador Winant regarding the 
lease-lend agreement, and a mem- 
orandum in general terms stating 
the reasons and background of the 
agreement. 

The memorandum which accom- 
panied a letter from Eden to Win- 
ant made these points: 

1. All materials the British ob- 
tained under lease-lend “are re- 
quired for prosecution of the war 
effort” and the British Govern- 
ment promises to “continue to take 
action” to prevent diversions “to 
the furtherance of private inter- 
ests.” 

2. Lease-lend material has not 
been used and will not be used by 
the British for export. 

3. The British “have not and 
will not apply any materials simi- 
lar to those supplied under lease- 
lend in such a way as to enable 
exporters to enter new markets or 
extend their export trade” at the 
expense of United States exporters. 

4. From its promise not to re- 
export lease-lend material, the Brit# 
ish Government made an exception 
of special cases such as parts to 
complete installations already un- 
der construction. 

5. The British promised to con- 
tro] distribution of lease-lend goods 
in the United Kingdom so that 
there “will be no more than a fair 
return for services rendered in the 
work of distribution,” and this will 
be mainly through Government 
agencies. 

6. No food obtained through 
lease-lend will be sold at uncon- 
trofed prices. 

7. Free distribution of such goods 
as milk products will be adopted 
in some cases. 

(In Washington, Secretary of 
State Hull said the British Gov- 
ernment simply had put into writ- 
ing what had been agreed to by 
Britain and the United States. Al- 
though he said the policy state 
ment did not: contain anything 
very new, he added it might serve 
to correct’ misunderstandings and

NAZIS REPORT TWO MORE 
SHIPS DAMAGED IN RAIDS 
IN THE SUEZ CANAL ZONE 


BERLIN, Sept. 10 (AP). 
WO more merchantmen 
T nave been damaged in the 
Suez Canal zone by German 
air assaults, the high command 
reported today. 

A bomb hit, it said, was 
scored on a freighter in Great 
Bitter Lake, part. of the canal 
system, and another merchant 
ship was damaged in the Gulf 
of Suez below the canal. 

Both attacks were made Mon- 
day night when German raid- 
ers also attacked the canal 
zone airport of Abu Seir, the 
communique added. 

Authorized sources said they 
were without word from the 
German navy concerning . the 
sinking in the Atlantic of the 
1700-ton United States-operated 
freighter Sessa and could not 
comment. There was still no 
official comment on the sink- 
ing of the American freighter 
Steel Seafarer in the Red Sea 
last Friday. 


ROOSEVELT MOVE 
PECTED IN NAZ 
ATTACKS ON SHS 


President’s Radio Speech 
Completed — Torpedoed 
U. S.-Owned Ship Was 
Sunk Without Warning. 


ABOARD ROOSEVELT TRAIN 
EN ROUTE TO WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 10 (AP).— President Roose- 
velt completed today a radio ad- 
dress on foreign affairs, to be 
made from the White House to- 


morrow night, and underscored 
the vital importance he has at- 
tached to it by nearly doubling 
its length. 

Scheduled for 8 o’clock, St. Louis 
time, it will rum about 25 minutes 
instead of the quarter hour orig- 
inally planned. White House of- 
ficials are not divulging the spe- 
cific phases of the international 
situation with which the chief ex- 
ecutive will deal. 

Conjecture developed largely 
around the chance of his discuss- 
ing the Battle of the Atlantic, and 
incidents that have emphasized its 
dangers for American men and 
ships. 


Speculation on Speech. 


Roosevelt finished his speech 
just before leaving his home at 
Hyde Park, N. Y., on a special 
train bound for Washington. 

Some informed sources said the 
President would demand a strict 
accounting for the American ship- 
ping lost at sea because of Nazi 
operations. 

Since the start of the war in 
19389, these sources said, five 
American-owned ships have been 
sunk, presumably by German ac- 
tion, and at least 65 United States 
citizens have met death in the 
sinking of American and other ves- 
sels. 


Ship Shelled and Torpedoed. 


The State Department disclosed 
today that the American-owned 
freighter Sessa was torpedoed and 
shelled by a submarine presumed 
to be German, without warning, 
while on the way to Iceland from 
the United States. The sinking was 
announced yesterday.

Moscow Puts Foe’s Losses 
in 26-Day Battle of Yel- 
nya at 75,000—Big So- 
viet Convoy Heavily 
Bombed. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 10 (AP).—The 
Red army reported today it had 
routed the Twent#-ninth German 
Infantry division (normaly about 
14,500 men) in a powerful attack 
in the Gomel sector of the eastern 
front, inflicting thousands of casu- 
alties. 

Gomel is about mid-way between 
Kiev and the Smolensk sector, 
where the Russians said bloody 
expulsion of a strong Nazi spear- 
head from a 150-square-mile zone 
had dealt a heavy blow to Adolf 
Hitler’s legions. | 

Red army counterattacks in 
both sectors understood to 
be continuing full blast. 


Nazi Cagualties at Yelnya, 
A preliminary Soviet estimate 
fixed German losses in the bat- 


tle of Yelnya, east of Smolensk, 
at 75,000 to 80,000 dead or wounded. 
The battle, which was announced 
in @ communique yesterday, and 
which lasted for 26 days, was 
fought along a 38-mile front, Yel- 
nya dispatches said, with the Ger- 
mans concentrating their heaviest 
artillery and mortar fire on the 
bottleneck through which the Rus- 
sians almost cut off the Nazi re- 
treat. 

The Russians, however, narrowed 
this neck from 12 miles to five 
and caught many Germans in the 
trap. 

War correspondents reported to- 
night the Germans still were in 
flight, abandoning arms and muni- 
tions as they fled toward Smolensk. 


Attack on Convoy. 


Meanwhile Red Fleet, publica- 
tion of the Soviet navy, said a 
large convoy had been escorted 
into port after an encounter with 
German bombers 50 miles at sea, 
describing this as one of the great- 
est sea-air battles of the war. 

The port was not identified. Red 
Fleet said the force of the at- 
tack was indicated by the fact that 
more than 40 bombs were dropped 
around a single destroyer—but did 
not hit it due to fierce anti-aircraft 
fire. 

The Germans attacked three 
times, but every Soviet ship es- 
caped, the publication said. 

Red Star, the army newspaper, 
sami the counteroffensive was 
launched in the Gomel area after 
the Russians had smashed repeat- 
ed German attacks. 

“The routed enemy division re- 
treated, leaving thousands of 
corpses on the battlefield,” it re- 
ported. 

“Our land forces alone destroyed 
47 German tanks, 11 field guns, six 
armored cars and 96 automobiles.”

S NEAR, WANTS 


SURPLUS FREED 


Morgenthau Says It Is Folly 
to Seek Higher Farm 
Prices, Wage Advances, 
Bigger Profits— Urges 
Public to Spend Less. 


BOSTON, Sept. 10 (AP).—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
asserts that the United States 
faces immediate inflation and that 
to avert it the public must be 
taxed more, must spend less, save 
faster and submit to increased 
regulation. 

Pledging that the administration 
would do everything possible to 
prevent inflation, he called last 
night for laborers, farmers ‘and 
business men to curb their desires 
for increased wages and profits. 

He made these recommendations 
in addressing the Advertising Club 
of Boston: 

1. Higher taxes, regulation of 
installment credit, increased sav- 
ings and a curb on the demand 
for commodities. 

2. Control of prices, by releas- 
ing surpluses of all commodities 
—especially farm products—for 
consumption “as fast as neces- 
sary to prevent unreasonable 
price rises.” 

As a complementary step, he re- 
newed his plea for reduction of 
“non-essential” Federal expendi- 
tures and for economy in state and 
local governmemts as well. 

Praisipg President Roosevelt’s 
recent veto of a bill to freeze Gov- 
ernment stocks of cotton and 
wheat, Morgenthau declared: 

“We ought not to withhold cot- 
ton surpluses, or any other sur- 
pluses, from the market in times 
like these.” 

He proposed that Canadian 
wheat—of which he said more than 
498,000,000 bushels of surplus were 
available—be admitted in larger 
volume. 

Farm commodity futures prices 
tumbled today in the wake of Mor- 
genthau’s speech urging release of 
surpluses held by the Government. 
Grains in Chicago broke sharply. 
Wheat and rye lost nearly 3 cents 
a bushel by mid-session, corn was 
off more than 1 cent, and soy- 
beans dropped as much as 3% 
cents. Cotton futures in New 
York slumped about $1.75 a bale, 
and cottonseed oil quotations were 
down % cent or more a pound. 
Wool tops also lost ground. 

Plenty, but in Warehouses. 

“This has been historically a land 
of milk and honey,” Morgenthau 
said. “There is still plenty of milk 
and honey, but too much of it is 
in the warehouses. Let’s make it 
flow. 

“It is sheer folly from the farm- 
er’s point of view to push prices 
up by ereating scarcities in times 
like these. The farmers suffered 
cruelly for 12 long years after the 
collapse of the inflation of 1920 
and 1921; they should not be made 
to suffer again. 

“It is sheer folly in the same 
way for labor leaders to seek new 
increases in wages every few 
months—new increases which in 
turn produce higher manufacturing 
costs, higher prices and a higher 
cost of living. 

“It is short-sighted for a land- 
lord to charge all that the traffic 
will bear in defense centers where 
housing space is at a premium. 

“It is poor business in the long 
run, for any business man to seek 
exorbitant profits in this period of 
defense spending. 

“It is bad banking, in the long 
run, for any banker to exploit the 
present demand for funds by-seek- 
ing to charge unreasonable interest 
rates, 

“There are always selfish groups 
in any country which think they 
can profit by inflation. They &re 
wrong, 

Effects of Inflation. 

“Inflation does more than merely 
rob the wage earner of a portion 
of his earnings. It does more than 
saddie the farmer with a load of 
debt which he cannot repay. It is 
more destructive of morale than 
any Other single force. Inflation di- 
vides the country. It sets up pro- 
ducers against consumers, workers 
against employers, the people who 
OWe money against the people to 
whom the money is owed. 

“No. group in a community prof- 
its from inflation in the long run 
except the three horsemen—the 
speculator, the profiteer and the 
hoarder. 

“The cost of inflation is too 
ruinous to producer and consumer 
alike for anyone in authority to 
tolerate it now. I can give you 
only this pledge—that this admin- 
istration will do everything hu- 
manly possible to prevent infla- 
tion. 

“We have been talking about in- 
flation for a long time as if it were 
a threat remote from our daily 
lives. It is a distant threat no 
longer. We are facing it now and 
we must deal with it at once.”

LOST ARMY PLANE 
SOUGHT ON RIDGE 
OF THE GASCADES 


St. Louis Soldier Among 
the Six on Bomber 
When It Took Off on 
Night Training Flight. 


TACOMA, Wash., Sept. 10 (AP). 
—A 4330-foot Cascade Mountain 
ridge was searched today for an 
army bomber missing since early 
yesterday with six men aboard. 
The ridge is 25 miles north of 
Mount Rainier, between the Sno- 
qualmie and Chinook Pass cross- 
state highways. 


Among those aboard the bomber 
was Private Milford Knight of St. 
Louis. 

Col, William H. Crom, 
mander of McChord Field, the 
bomber’s base, thinks the craft 
might have turned south from the 
Spokane-Seattle radio beam _ too 
soon as it approached Seattle, not 
reckoning with a tricky head wind. 
The natural course would bear 
from the beam to the squthwest. 
Searchers went to the region on 
foot and by truck. 

The last radio message was re- 
ceived from the bomber at 4:59 a. 
m. yesterday. It was then a few 
minutes east of Seattle. It was 
returning from a night training 
flight which had taken it non-stop 
across the State to Walla Walla, 
then north to Spokane. 

Col. Crom said the visibility was 
good and the ceiling about 2000 
feet at the time of the last radio 
report. 

The ship “apparently did not 
have enough time to use its radio,” 
he added. 

The twin-motored B-18 bomber 
is of the same type as that which 
carried seven men to death against 
a mountainside near Morton, 
Wash., last January. 

Aboard the bomber were: Sec- 
ond Lieut. Edward H. Valorz, 28 
years old, Chicago, chief pilot; Sec- 
ond Lieut. John W. Winship, 25, 
Riverside, Cal., co-pilot and bride- 
groom of a week; Staff Sergt. Rob- 
ert D,. Dexter, 23, Victorville, Cal., 
radioman; Sergt. James W. Page, 
20, Seagoville, Tex.; Pvt. Jack J. 
Hupert, 22, Milwaukee, and Pvt. 
Knight, St. Louis. 


Knight, who i# 24 years old, is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs, Henry 
R. Knight of 4976 Wise avenue. 
He was inducted into the army as 
a selectee at Jefferson Barracks 
on June 20, his brother Robert 
said yesterday, and was transferred 
to McChord Field several days 
later. 

In the last letter the family 
received, dated Sept. 2, he said that 
he was enjoying army life and that 
his position in the Air Corps was 
the fulfillment of a lifelong ambi- 
tion to fly. He was transferred 
to the Ninety-fourth Bombardment 
Squadron several weeks ago, hav- 
ing spent the first months in the 
Nineteenth Reconstruction Divi- 
sion at McChord Field.

LONDON, Sept. 10 (AP).—Bad

“The Sessa was torpedoed with- 
out warning at midnight Aug. 17 
about 300 miles from Reykjavik 
while proceeding from New York 
to that port. 

“After the torpedoing the Sessa 
was struck amidships by two shells. 
The Sessa sank two minutes after 
being torpedoed.” 

White House Appointments. 
Because of his mother’s death, 
Roosevelt had put aside for sev- 
eral days most of the problems 
of his office.

STRANDED IN ENGLAND 
RETURN ON FOREIGN SHIPS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP). 


HE State Department has 
T authorized Consuls in Brit- 
‘ ain to grant permission to 
Americans stranded there to re- 
turn home on other than Amer- 
ican ships, Secretary of State 
Hull disclosed today. 

.Means of making possible the 
return of many more United 
States citizens stranded in oth- 
er countries also is under study, 
other Department officials said. 

Hull emphasized that the rul- 
ing regarding Americans in 
Britain was not a blanket au- 
thorization but that Consuls 
could grant visas, as an emer- 
gency measure, to enable Unit- 
ed States citizens to return 
home by the safest means avail- 
able. 

Americans who travel on for- 
eign craft would do so at their 
own risk, Hull added. 

Under the Neutrality Act, 
United States citizens are 
barred from travel on belliger- 
ent ships unless exceptions are 
made.for them by this Govern- 
ment. 

It is estimated there are 5000 
United States citizens in Eng- 
land.

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PRESIDENT SETS 
N RAILWAY ROW 


Names to Be Announced 
Later—Purpose to Avert 
Strike—to Report in 30 
‘Days. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 10 
(AP).—President . Roosevelt or- 
dered today the creation of 4 
board ‘to investigate the facts in 
the dispute between most of Amer- 
ica’s railways and their employes— 
a dispute which threatens to stop 
rail operations at a time when 
defense materialg are needed with- 
out delay. . 
The personnel of the five-man 
board will be announced later. 
The 900,000 employes of 14 non- 
operating unions had set 6 p. m. 
tomorrow for a strike and the 
350,000 workmen of five operating 
brothérhoods had voted to go out 
next Monday. 
Also involved are members of 
three organizations of Railway Ex- 
press Workers. 

Delay Required By Law. 
The fact-finding board has 30 
days in which to report to the 
President, and no strike may be- 
come effective, under the railway 
Labor Act, until another 30 days 
after the report has been filed. 
The National Railway Mediation 
Board had been unable to recon- 
cile the differences between the 
carriers and the men. 

The operating brotherhoods have 
been unyielding in a demand for 
a 30 per cent increase in the basic 
rates of pay: The non-operating 
unions wanted the basic hourly 
pay rate imcreased by 30 to # 
cents. 

In his proclamation ordering a 
fact-finding board established 
Roosevelt said the disputes . be- 
tween the labor organizations and 
the railways “now threaten sub- 
stantially to 
commerce to a degree such as to 
deprive the country of essential 
transportation service.” 

Five to Be Named. 

Ordinarily a three-man board is 
appointed to investigate labor con- 
troversies involving the railways. 
But the current strike situation is 
so broad and important that the 
President decided that five men 
should be named, They are to be 
persons “not pecuniarily or other- 
wise interested” in any of the 
unions or carriers, and they will 
receive $75 each a day, plus ex- 
penses. 

Attached to the proclamation 
Was a nine-page list of the carriers 
involved in the dispute.

Like the Aug. 2 decree, today’s 
order provides that violators of 
new restrictions will face courts- 
martial, and like the earlier decree 
the German authorities are enabled 
to conduct summary executions, 
sentence accused persons to death 
or imprisonment up to a life term 
and to confiscate property of those 
accused, 

Today’s decree was ordered, Ger- 
man authorities said, because of 
“criminal disturbance of labor 
peace” by Communist and Marx- 
ist elements in recent days. It 
was charged that these elements 
in the labor unions had made 
preparations for strikes. 

The state of siege is effective 
in Oslo and the Aker police dis-

Punishments are prescribed for 
gatherings in restaurants or for- 
mations of groups in streets or 
public squares. 

Norwegian residents of the af- 
fected districts are obliged to turn 
over their radio sets immediately. 

Official sources emphasized last 
month that a civil state of siege 
differs from a military state of 
siege in that civil authorities ad- 
minister it. A military state of 
siege, they pointed out, has, prac- 
tically s ing, been in effect 
continually in all German-occupied 
regions. 


The British radio quoted Nor- 
wegian newspaper reports today to 
the effect that there had been a 
considerable increase in fires in 
Norway. The amount of fire in- 
surance paid out in the first six 
months of this year was said to 
have increased 28 per cent over 
the same period last year. “Most 
of the fires occurred in garages 
containing German military cars 
and in factories producing war 
materials,” the British said.

Dr. Baur, before his dismissal, 
had resided at the infirmary with 
his wife.

_ A reduction of 19 cents a 100 
munds in the price paid farmers 
for One milk furnished to 
local distributors was urged yes- 
terday by Kari P. Spencer, attor- 
ney for St. Louis milk distributors. 
The request was made at the 
concluding seszion of a hearing at 
Hotel Coronado conducted by the 
dairy division of the Surplus Mar- 
keting Administration of the De- 
partment of Agriculture at the re- 
quest of producers in the area, who 
asked that the present price of 
$2.70 a hundredweight be increased 
by 31 cents. A decision will be 
announced later at Washington. 

Spencer told Department of 
Agriculture officials that the 6-cent 
increase of price to $2.70 which 
was granted producers July 1 more 
than compensated them for in- 
creases in basic costs of furnish- 
ing milk for the St. Louis area. 
Since the fluid measure of 100 
pounds of milk is 46% quarts, pro- 
ducers receive 5.8 cents a quart 
less than the $2.70 rate. 

Spencer added that the request 
for another increase was unreason- 
able. Dealers increased the retail 
price 1 cent on July 1 and again 
Sept. 1, making the total cost 15 
cents a quart. 

In response to questions sub- 
mitted to him under cross-exam- 
ination by representatives of the 
Sanitary Milk Producers; farmers’ 
co-operative, he said he was unable 
to say whether the decrease in 
price sought by the dealers would 
result in a lowered retail price of 
milk. He pleaded ignorance when 
E. W. Tiedeman, president of the 
association, questioned him about 
distribution costs in the local in- 
dustry. 

Spencer denied that there was a 
shortage of fluid milk in this area, 
but said under cross-examination 
that “about a million, pounds” are 
imported from other milksheds 
monthly. 

Producers earlier attempted to 
show that the market was short of 
Class One milk as the result of 
high prices paid by condenseries 
and that an increase in the price 
of Class One milk would stimulate 
the flow of milk to the St. Louis 
market.

Four Apes ‘Arrive — Three Greater Kudus, 
‘Chimpanzees and Colobus Monkeys 
Among New Animals. ,

The St. Louis Zoo today owns 

four coal-black gorillas, which gives 


it the largest collection of these 
anthropoids in the country, mak- 
ing it the possessor, in fact, of 20 
per cent of the gorilla population 
in the United States. ~ 

The new apes, which cest $14,- 
000, arrived. yesterday afternoon 
from New York in a baggage car 
which also brought three magnifi- 
cent greater kudus, members of 
the antelope family; some chim- 
panzees and colobus monkeys, and 
a batch of 15 tropical birds. 

It didn't take the gorillas long 
to feel at home, There are two 
females, between three and four 
years old, named Mussie and Mat- 
tite, and two males, about two and 
a half and three years old, named 
Kuyon and Phil. Ultimately they 
will be put in the same cage in 
the ape house, but yesterday the 
males and females were kept apart. 

Kuyon and Phil weigh about 25 
and 30 pounds, respectively, and 
they act like human babies just 
able to walk. Director George P. 
Vierheller put them on a high shelf 
in a cage and began to play with 
them the way he would with a 
child. 

He made funny noises for them 
and let them pull his hair. He 
boxed with them and tried to play 
patty-cake. He rolled them on 
their backs and stood them on 
their heads. The gorillas enjoyed 
it immensely and only occasional- 
ly did they try to bite Vierheller’s 
hands. 

Vierheller didn’t go in the cage 
with Mussie and Mattite. They 
weigh 80 ;ourds, pack the wallop 
of a featherweight boxer, and have 
sharp teeth which they don’t mind

using. Once they learn this is 
their home and that they will get 
régular meals here, Vierheller will 


Gorillas attain’-their full mas- 
siveness wheh they are about 10 
or 11 years old. By that time they 
may weigh as much as 500 pounds. 
After that any more weight they 
put on is just so much fat... Vier- 
heller is looking forward to the 
day when all four are mature and 
inhabit the same cage. 

St. Louis’ four gorillas were part 
of a shipment of eight brought to 
New York last week by Phil Car- 
roll, an animal dealer, who spends 
most of his time in Afriea. Until 
he. arrived with his cargo, there 
were just 11 gorillas in the United 
States—nine in various zoos and 
two in Ringling Bros. circus. 

Vierheller had been promised 
first pick and he took the choice 
members of the group. In -return, 
he decided to name the youngest 
of the gorillas Phil, in Carroll’s 
honor. Vierheller doesn’t know 
what the other names mean—they 
were given the apes in French 
Equatorial Africa. 

It probably will be about a week 
before the gorillas are put on dis- 


The greater kudus are the first 
the Zoo hes had. The group in- 
cludes a male and two females. 
The male is a beautiful creature 
with soft gray skin, tremendous 
ears and a fine set of horns. 

With four more chimpanzees 
added to its collection, the Zoo 
has 29. Vierheller thinks this is 
probably more than all the other 
American 200s put together. What 
with eight orang-utans and the 
four gorillas, he feels there’s no 
necessity for anyone to go to 
Africa any more to see apes.

House Leaders. Trying to 
Have All Members Pres- 
ent at That Time for 
Final Action. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP).— 
House leaders began efforts today |

Acting Speaker Woodrum | 
(Dem.), Virginia, said Speaker 
Rayburn had telegraphed from 
Texas a suggestion that if the 
joint Senate-House conference re- 


port on the bill can be ready next 
week it can be acted on immedi- 
ately. 

Representative Martin of Massa- 
chusetts, House Republican leader, 
said that he was preparing to ask 
members of his party to be back 
not later than Tuesday on the as- 
sumption that the tax conferees 
would have reached agreement by 
that time. 

The House agreed to meet only 
for routine sessions on Mondays 
and Thursdays until next Monday, 
but there had been an informal 
understanding that no business of 
importance would be. transacted 
for perhaps another week. : 

The conferees, attempting to 
reconcile differing versfons of the 
tax measure passed by the House 
and Senate, reached agreements on 
several technical points, at a morn- 
ing session. 

Senator Capper (Rep.), Kansas, 
one of the conferees, said that 
minor points had been settled. 
Others reported after their first 
meeting that nothing was done on 
the question of lowering individual 
income tax exemptions from $2000 
to $1500 for married persons and 
from $800 to $750 for single per- 
sons. 

Although the Senate bill called 
for $367,500,000 more than provided 
for by the House, leaders in both 
chambers expressed optimism that 
the conferees would be able to

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Villkie Denied Right to Question Clark’ 


“Dive Bomber,” which he said 
were both made by Warner Broth- 
ers. “That Hamilton Woman," 
which he said he had seen, distort- 
ed history to make propaganda, he 
asserted. 


“That's not all,” said Clark when 
asked by McFarland if he didn’t 
think it was a little odd he should 
make charges of propaganda with- 
out having seen the films he com- 
plained of. “I'm not going to see 
them.” 

Clark said he believed Nye had 
disposed of the charge of anti- 
Semitism yesterday. In the course 
of his statement Nye denied that 
he had intended to provoke an 
anti-Semitic demonstration when 
in a speech in St. Louis Aug. 1 “he 
charged movie producers with 
propaganda. 

‘ shall not detain the commit- 
tee on this subject further than to 
repeat that it is a deliberate ef- 
fort to becloud the issues,” Clark 
said, “and further to remark that 
it is not necessary for me to recall 
to anyone familiar with my own 
personal record and my own 
course, past and present, with re- 
gard to such evidences of intoler- 
ance as may be described by the 
term ‘anti-Semitism.’ | 

Cites His Fight on Kian. 

“T need only recall the fact that 
not sO many years ago I was one 
of the most active citizens in Mis- 
souri in opposition to the ugly in- 
tolerance of the Ku Klux Klan. 
I bear upon my body today scars 
received in fist fights in combat- 
ing that intolerance, and I will 
be perfectly willing to suffer more 
scars in combating that or any 
similar form of intolerance when 
it should again arise its ugly 
head.” 

Among other individuals named 
by Clark as promoting propaganda 
was Henry Luce of Life and Time 
magazines and March of Time 
Movies. According to the witness, 
they “are plugging not merely for 
American entry into the war, but 
for American abdication of her in- 
dependence to form a union with 
Great Britain.” He named also 
Alexander Korda, head of United 
Artists, and Charlie Chaplin, “who 
has lived in this country for 30 
years and made a great fortune 
here and never thought well 
enough of the United States to be- 
come a citizen.” ~ 

“Of course, these gentlemen 
would like to sit -back in their of- 
fices in Hollywood and New York 
unseen and unnoticed and pull the 
fatal strings which will plunge 
America into war,” Clark said. 
“There is no doubt that as the law 
now stands they have this power- 
ful instrument in their hands and 
they can use it to destroy this na- 
tign and I do not know how much 
we can do about it. 


“Drag Them Out in Open.” 

“But, thank heaven, there is at 
least one thing we can do, We 
can drag them out in the open 
and let them perform this outrage 
against American unity, American 
freedom and American security 
where the whole world can see 
what they are doing and who is 
doing it.” 

McFarland urged that it would 
be “more fair” to allow Willkie to 
cross-examine Clark when the Mis- 
sourian had finished reading his 
prepared statement. He praised 
Clark’s ability as a parliamentarian 
and a lawyer and said that some- 
one of Willkie’s skill should be al- 
lowed to question him. Senator 
Brooks (Rep.), Illinois, a non-in- 
terventionist, said that he, too, 
wanted to be fair but also wanted 
to stay within Senate procedure. 

“If I could show you that wit- 
nesses have been cross-examined 
by outside counsel before a Senate 
committee would that influence 
your judgment?” Willkie spoke up, 
using the microphone in front of 
him to make the audience in the 
crowded caucus room hear him, 

Brooks Makes No Reply. 

Brooks did not reply. At this 
point the hearing was adjourned 
until tomorrow when John TT. 
Flynn, one of the leaders of the 
America First Committee, will be 
the witness. 

McFarland tried repeatedly to 
get from Bennett Clark what legis- 
lation he hoped to see enacted as 
a result of the resolution he in- 
troduced with Nye. Clark insisted 
that this was “putting the cart be- 
fore the horse,” citing other inves- 
tigations that had resulted in legis- 
lation, but only after extensive tes- 
timony. 

“But do you hope to suppress 
these pictures?” McFarland per- 
sisted. “I am trying to find out 
what it is you hope to do.” 

At this point Senator Tobey 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, interrupt- 
ed to say that, in his opinion, the 
publicity itself would be of the 
greatest value. Clark, who was 
good-natured under McFarland’s 
questioning, said he agreed with 
this view. e 

Immediately back of the commit- 
tee table Mrs. Clark watched her 
husband as he testified.

The strike was 
settled when the company agreed 
to pay each piecework employe 5 
cents additional per car. Twelve 
to 16 cars were produced daily. 

The sitdown strikers, who make 
from $6.20 to $8.70 as their aver- 
age daily wage, contended they 
should be paid 1 to 2% cents more 
for each piece work operation. 
Their demand came the day after 
the company gave them a 2% cent 
increase and after the members of 
the union voted Monday night to 
accept the offered increase. 

The strikers also said they 
should be paid more for each piece 
work operation an extra large Illi- 
nois Centra] railroad cars as com- 
pared with the work they were 
performing on 500 standard type 
freight cars being made for the 
Nickel Plate Railroad. 

The company now pays workers 
on the assembly lines a rate rang- 
ing from 38% to 47% cents an 
operation, depending on the classi- 
fication. Most of the strikers in- 
‘volved in the sitdown were what 
are termed “stickermen” in the 
factory. They install rivets and 
bolts, 

In addition to the Madison and 
St. Louis plants, the car company 
has 10 plants in various parts 
of the country, where passenger 
and freight cars are manufactured, 
At two of the plants, Milton, Pa., 
and St. Charles, Mo., large con- 
tracts for army tanks are being 
filled.

Painesville, O- $ 
Jones outlined the number of 
magnesium producing plants in op- 
eration or in prospect and said 
that their aggregate annual pro- 
duction would be 274,000,000 
pounds, Negotiations are under 
consideration for some additional 
capacity by other manufacturers, 
he added. 

He said that magnesium was par- 
ticularly important in the con- 
struction of aerial bombs.

To U. S. on Lease-Lend Goods

T HE text of the memorandum in which Great Britain assured the 


would be used in any way to 


extend British export trade at the 


expenses of United States exporters, follows: 


1—All materials which we obtain 
under the Lend-Lease Act are re- 
quired for the prosecution of the 
waf effort. This principle governs 
all questions of the distribution 
and use of such goods, and His 
Majesty’s Government have taken 
and will continue to take action 
to secure that these goods are 
not in any case diverted to the 
furtherance of private interests. 

Export Policy. 

2—Lend-lease materials sent to 
this country have not been used 
for export and every effort will be 
made in the future to insure that 
they are not used for export, sub- 
ject to the principle that, where 
complete physical segregation of 
lend-lease materials is impractica- 
ble, domestic consumption of the 
material in question shall. be at 
least equal to the amounts re- 
ceived under lend-lease. 
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3. His Majesty’s Government 
have not applied and will not apply 
any materials similar to those sup- 
plied under lend-lease in such a 
way as to enable their exporters 
to enter new markets or to extend 
their export trade at the expense 
of the United States exporters. Ow- 
ing to the need to devote all avail- 
able capacity and manpower to 
war production, the United King- 
dom export trade is restricted to 
the irreducible minimum necessary 
to supply or obtain materials es- 
sential to the war effort. 

4. For some time past exports 
from the United Kingdom have 
been more and more confined to 
those essential (I) for the supply of 
vital requirements of overseas 
countries, particularly in the ster- 
ling empire; (II) for the acquisi- 
tion of foreign exchange, particu- 
larly in the Western Hemisphere. 
His Majesty’s Government have 
adopted the policy summarized be- 
low: 

(I) No materials of a type the 
use of which is being restricted in 
the United States on the grounds 
of short supply and of which we 
obtain supplies from the United 
States either by payment or on 
lend-lease terms will be used in 
exports with the exception of the 
following special cases: 

(A) Material which is needed 
overseas in connection with sup- 
plies essential to the war effort 
for ourselves and our Allies, and 
which cannot be obtained from 
the United States. 


(B) Small quantities of such 
materials needed as minor though 
essential components of exports 
which otherwise are composed of 
materials not in short supply in 
the United States. 

(C) Repair parts for British 
machinery and plant now in use, 
and machinery and plant needed 
to complete installations now un- 
der construction, so long as they 
have already been contracted for. 

Steps have been taken to pre

(II) Materials similar to those 
being provided under lease-lend 
which are not in short supply in 
the United States will not be used 
for export in quantities greater 
than those which we ourselves pro- 
duce or buy from any source.

5—The general principle followed 
in this matter is that the remuner- 
ation received by the distributors, 
whatever the method of distribu- 
tion, is controlled and will be no 
more than a fair return for the 
services rendered in the work of 
distribution. The arrangements 
rigorously exclude any opportunity 
for a speculative profit by private 
interests from dealing in lease-lend 
goods.

Lozovsky said 16 Rumanian di- 
visions originally were thrown into 
the struggle around Odessa and 
that now more than half of them 
already have been shattered. 

Rain in the North.

At least 1,000,000 Soviet troops 
are manning the city’s defenses 
and their. eventual capture or an- 
nihilation seems inevitable, Nazi 
military commentators said. 

“Firing From All Barrels.” 

Dispatches from the front indi- 
cated the struggle for possession 
of the former Czarist capital was 
becoming more bitter with each 
passing hour, with the Russians 
“firing from all barrels”—as one 
German war correspondent put it. 

(The Berlin radio, broadcasting 
a report from “competent quar- 
ters,” meanwhile declared that on 
the central front the Germans had 
captured Vyazma, 90 miles east 
of Smolensk and 130 miles west 
of Moscow. Vyazma is 60 miles 
northeast of Yelnya where’ the 
Russians report their counterof- 
fensive toward Smolensk still go- 
ing strong.) 

Today’s communique from Adolf 
Hitler’s headquarters merely _re- 
ported “steady successes in at- 
tack” on the eastern - front. 

German artillery was reported 
pouring a devastating fire into 
Leningrad’s industrial and mili- 
tary machinery. Pilots reported 
raging fires. 

Although it was acknowledged 
that an outlet across Lake Ladoga 
still was available to the Leningrad 
defenders, a German spokesman 
said there were no adequate har- 
bors along the lake where ships 
could be loaded to send reinforce- 
ments to the city. 

“Meantime,” he said, “our air 
force is getting in some licks here, 
too.” 

The spokesman repeated em- 
phatically that all Leningrad’s land 
connections are severed dnd said 
the Neva Canal was in German 
hands, thereby cutting communica- 
tions with Schluesselburg, 21 miles 
east of Leningrad. The Germans 
also have claimed the capture of 
Schluesselburg. 

Dienst aus Deutschland, the com- 
mentary service, said there would 
be no unnecessary sacrifice of Ger- 
man lives to gain a swift triumph 
at Leningrad. 

There were continued reports 
that the Russians, when finally 
forced to retreat, leave their trail 
sown with land miles. In Schlues- 
selburg alone, Germans say, engi- 
neers had to remove 10,000 of these. 

There is nothing in these re- 
ports to show how many mines 
exploded beneath German troops. 
But, it is recounted, even a hos- 
pital at Schluesselburg was thor- 
oughly mined, the explosives being 
found in beds and stoves. 

City’s Food Problem. 

Expressing confidence that the 
fall of the great city was only a 
matter of time, military commen- 
tators said that even if the Rus- 
sians could hold out under the 
shells and air bombs, the lack of 
food ultimately would compel them 
to surrender. 

Vast quantities of food are neces- 
sary to feed a city of 3,200,000 
residents, augmented by a third

SAFEGUARDS FOR 
PLANTS URGED 


W. Stunrt' Senliigti tinal Tells 


England. 


American industrialists should 
give serious consideration to the 
possibility of camouftaging their 
plants, building underground fac- 
tories and decentralizing produc- 
tion as protective méasures against 
the contingency of aerial attack, 
W. Stuart Symington, president of 
the Emerson Electric Manufactur- 
ing Co. told a national defense 
meeting of the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers at Hotel 
Chase last night. 

Symington, who recently re- 
turned from an inspection trip to 
England as an OPM representative, 
described how a great néw British 
factory with 500,000 feet of floor 
space, “the largest of its kind in 
the world,” had been blasted? into 
rubble within a few brief minutes 
by a single Nazi bombing plane. 

“An enthusiastic official had just 
invited me to come and see the 
new factory in Southwest England, 
of which he was extremely proud,” 
the St. Louis industrialist, whose 
firm is erecting one of ‘the great- 
est airplane gun turret factories in 
the world for the Government, re- 
lated. “When we reached the field, 
all I could see was a mass of 
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twisted brick and steel. One Ger- 
man plane had been there short- 
ly before.” 

Bomber Tricks Britons. 

The Nazi bomber, Symington 
said, had lowered its landing gear 
and nosed down toward the Brit- 
hish factory as if preparing to alight 
on the plant’s private landing 
field. Supposing the plane to be 
English, the factory guards relaxed 
their vigilance. Then, from an al- 
titude of 40 feet, the German pilot 
suddenly discharged his explosive 
cargo and roared away. 

“The first bomb,” Symington 
said, “killed 62 girls working in the 
plant. It and three other bombs 
converted everything in the great 
factory except the garage into a 
mass of twisted brick and steel.” 

That night, he added, the Ger- 
man pilot announced his destruc- 
tion of the plant in a broadcast 
from France. “But,” Symington 
said, “he made one mistake. He 
named the plant of another com- 
pany. Although he made a bigger 
kill than he though, his mission 
had been to destroy another fac- 
tory a few miles away.” 

As a result of this Nazi success 
and other similarly disastrous ex- 
periences, the directors of British 
war material production decided to 
disperse factory facilities as much 
as practicable, rather than to con- 
centrate all operations under one 
roof for straight-line production, 
Symington said. 

Scattering Plants, 

“Plants have been placed in 
mines and on the, sides of hills, 
where they presence is cleverly dis- 
guised,” he said. “I saw one plant 
covered with hedges and fences 
which, from the air, looked like an 
unbroken part of the countryside.” 

Symington described how smoke 
palls, detested by St. Louisans, are 
artificially created in England to 
protect vital factory facilities from 
the view of sky raiders. “Large 
smoke palls are deliberately set 
up by lighting pipes set up for miles 
around,” he related. 

British industries have found, 
Symington said, that two  nine- 
hour shifts for employes, with a 
possible two and a half hours of 
overtime, are more efficient than 
three shift operations. “Most Sun- 
day work has been cut out, too,” 
he added, “because people need the 
rest to continue good work over a 
period of months or years.” 

He said the great plant which 
he had seen as rubble, which took 
three and a half years to build, 
had been back in partial produc- 
tion a month later,” indicating 
what you can do when you have

T will never be known whether or 

not the chicanery of partisan opposi- 
tion to President Wilson was responsi- 
ble for keeping the United States out 
of the League of Nations, and conse- 
quently responsible for the ensuing 
World War. But if experience counts 
for anything, Uncle Sam, as soon as 
possible after the conclusion of the ex- 
isting war, should give a reorganized 
League of Nations that full and complete 
support without which the League can- 
not be effective. 

The primary cause of all wars is to 
be found in those unjust conditions 
which produce poverty, distress and un- 
rest at home, but the League of Nations 
might be able to enforce two funda- 


~ Mental stipulations which would with 


certainty prevent nearly all interna- 
tional conflicts. 

The first of these is to put an end 
to imperialism by the abolition of all 
colonial possessions, leaving the govern- 
ment of these colonies to their own peo- 
ple, under the supervision of the League 
where necessary. The second should be 
the providing of free trade among all 
nations by the removal of the tariff 
walls which now surround them, 

Imperialism and artificial trade bar- 
riers have been largely responsible for 
all modern warfare, and it is reasonable 
to believe that their removal would put 
an end to international strife.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE had occasion to do consider- 

able traveling by plane in recent 
weeks and my observation is that St. 
Louis is poorly treated by airplane sched- 
ules, as compared to other -cities of 
smaller size. Considering St. Louis’ place 
as a great railroad center, it is difficult 
to understand why this city should take 
a backward seat in a newer transporta- 
tion facility. Kansas City, at the other 
end of the State, is away ahead of us. 

May I therefore suggest a study be 
made to include the following:

/ WHY THE MILK PRICE INCREASE? 

A vigorous protest is being made by consumers’ 
organizations against the milk price increase of 1 
cent a quart imposed: last week—the second such 
increase in two months, These organizations de- 
nounce the new price rise as unnecessary. The 
dairies ascribe it to higher costs, including the price 
to producers, and of bottles, cans and other supplies. 

This new price rise is going to cost the St. Louis 
public $21,000 a week, or more than $1,000,000 a 
year, the St. Louis Consumers’ Federation estimates. 

Why the new increase? Where is the extra penny 
going? | 

St. Louis’ per capita milk consumption for years 
has been notoriously low. It has risen somewhat 
since adoption of the standard milk ordinance in 
1934, buf it is obvious that the two price increases 
will send it downward again, to the detriment of 
the community’s physical well-being. 

The dairy farmers got three-fourths of the 1-cent 
increase in July. They get nothing of last week’s 
increase, although hearings now are under way for 
higher prices under the Federal milk marketing 
agreement. The dairymen are also facing higher 
costs, drouth in some areas and a shortage of labor. 
Are these conditions to mean still higher milk prices 
for the consumer? 

The dairy workers receive no part of the two re- 
cent increases. Their last pay increases came in 
June, 1939, a union officer said last week. 

What are the higher costs that cause the dairies 
to hike the price of milk 2 cents a quart in two 
months? 

St. Louis milk distributors have been notoriously 
unprogressive in their marketing methods. Waxed 
paper containers are used in other cities to elim- 
inate the cost of glass bottles. Why not in St. Louis? 
Why not a lower price for milk bought at stores, as 
is the practice in other cities? Why not, since milk 
keeps for several days with modern refrigeration, 
economize by home deliveries on alternate days? 
Could not a more efficient and economical handling 
of empty milk bottles be worked out than the pres- 
ent methods of the Milk Package Exchange? 

In this connection, we quote Edmund Harris, 
Department of Agriculture economist: 


Intense sales competition in the local indus- 
try has resulted in delivery vehicles for almost 
all the dairies covering the same streets. But 
there has been no price competition. This lack 
of real competition has removed the incentive 
to find new modes of operation which could 
result in lower costs. 

“Intense sales competition ... but no price com- 


petition.” Is that perhaps the fundamental evil re- 
sponsible for St. Louis’ milk situation, and the im- 
position of the two l1-cent price increases? 

Every housewife knows that the milk business 
here is dominated by a few big companies, and that 
the small companies follow their lead or disappear. 
There have been ugly stories of the methods used 
to keep the little fellows in line. The simultaneous 
and uniform manner in which price rises are placed 
in effect raises an important question in itself. Is 
this coincidence, or is it collusion? The consumers 
want to know, and the Federal Government should 
also be interested in knowing. 

There are sO Many unanswered questions about 
this milk situation, so many doubts as to where the 
extra million or so to be taken annually from house- 
wives’ purses is going, that it is plainly a matter for 
the Anti-Trust Division of the Department of Jus- 
tice to look into. It is a job for a Federal grand jury 
investigation.

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‘THE MOVIE INQUISITION. 

As an impartial, judicial inquiry, the Senate sub- 
committee investigation of the moving picture in- 
dustry is a farce. It resembles the sorry spectacle 
of two Kilkenny cats tied together by their tails 
and hung over a clothesline tg fight, 

For one thing, the committee, selected by Senator 
Wheeler, is packed. Four of its five members, strong 
anti-interventionists, were chosen evidently for their 


sympathy with Wheeler’s antipathy for the picture | 


industry. 

The committee is out to make a case against the 
defendant. Charges which help establish that case 
will meet, it appears, warm and uncritical accept- 
ance. Witnesses whose testimony tends to hinder 
fabrication of the case will be subjected to all the 
persecutions of cross-examination in an effort to 
confuse and discredit them. As the defendant's at- 
torney will not have the privilege of cross-question- 
ing, the advantage is one-sided. 

Furthermore, the hearings will be used as a 
sounding board for opponents of the administration’s 
foreign policy. Nearly all of them, for some time, 
have been urging such an inquiry, and ‘it is clear 
they intend to exploit this one to the full, 

On the other hand, Wendell Willkie, attorney for 
the moving picture industry, is not above using the 
inquiry him@elf for the same purpose. Indeed, he 
was probably retained for his ability to make the 
headlines. 

When the chairman of the committee, Senator 
Clark of Idaho, made the impractical remark that 


the movies could be required to give equal repre-' 


sentation to all views on a controversial subject, 
Willkie accused the Senator of wanting “the law to 
provide that we should show pro-Nazi pictures.” 

Earlier, he had contended the inquiry was invalid, 
although the Senate, according to Clark, had author- 
ized it last year. 

Nothing will come of the hearings but fur-flying, 
caterwauling and ill-feeling. It is unfortunate that 
animosity should needlessly be stirred up at this 
time. :

Commodity prices on the Chicago and New York 
markets kept climbing yesterday, ostensibly because 
of Secretary Wickard’s appeal for increased farm 
production.

Tuesday. 

They are going to be greeted by the gibes of a 
certain number of callow, juvenile persons who can’t 
recognize a serious issue when confronted with it. 
We are not worried about that. The girls can take 
it. 

We are much more concerned by the larger meas- 
ure of indifference they are going to encounter. I 
we could feel sure that th’3 indifference meant that 
the potential listener, passing them without heed, 
was doing so because he or she already knew all 
about the amendment and was already firmly re- 
solved to vote for it, it would, of course, be fine. 

But we are afraid that the indifference to the 
speaker will be representative of indifference toward 
the reform—the kind of indifference which is liable 
to entrench the spoilsmen at the public trough. 
This indifference must be overcome. 

We hope the girls can break it down. We hope 
they can communicate some of their civic enthusiasm 
to the rest of us. We hope they can get enough 
of us out on Tuesday to put the amendment over. 
They, sure are trying. To the ladies! 
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This cool weather should be a warning to those 
St. Louisans who still have empty coalbins. 
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THE EPIC OF THE HOOD AND THE BISMARCK. 

The sinking of the British battle cruiser Hood, 
the world’s largest man-o’-war, by the German 
supership Bismarck in the waters off Iceland, the 
pursuit of the German across a thousand miles of the 
North Atlantic, and his sinking by a vengeful Brit- 
ish squadron almost within sight of his French 
haven—this was the great naval drama of the war 
and has already been given a place with the heroic 
exploits of all wars. 

“We are fighting to the last shell”’—that terse, 
courageous last radio message from Fleet Admiral 
Gunther Luetjens—was at once inscribed, along 
with such other messages as “Don’t give up the 
ship,” in the book which is kept for heroic words, 
be they those of friend or foe. 

Now comes disillusionment. John Whitaker wrote 
in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch that he had learned in 
London that the German seamen, instead of stand- 
ing to their guns, had mutinied, that during their 
last two hours afloat they did not fire a single shell, 
despite the fact that the magazines were far from 
empty. Instead of playing a glorious part, the men 
had actually demanded that their commander strike 
his flag. 

Certainly, this detracts somewhat from the achieve- 
ment of the Dorsetshire in closing with the Bismarck 
and sending the German to the bottom. It banishes 
the glamour that had been attached to the German 
sailors. Yet it does not take the story out of 
the book. It simply reduces the number of its heroes. 
For Luetjens and his officers, their roles were even 
more difficult than had been imagined, since they 
had to deal not only with the enemy, but with a 
mutinous crew,

Dozens of expensive surveys at- 
tempted to discover the cause and cure for 
dreary, dirty winters, Nothing happened. 

Then on Tuesday morning, Nov. 28, 1939, 
the town awakened to a world of daytime 
darkness.

‘could not find the airport. Business stalled 


when 30 to 40 per cent of downtown em- 
ployes were late. Hospitals prepared 
gauze masks for their patients. 

Newspapers dubbed it “Black Tuesday” 
and demanded immediate and vigorous 
action. A committee elected as its chair- 
man James L. Ford Jr., a go-getting, pub- 
lic-spirited banker. Admitting he knew 
nothing about smoke control, he impatiently 
refused $25,000 offered for a survey. 

“There's no sense in spending money 
to find out how filthy we are,” he said. 
“We just have to look out of a window. 
What’s more, we don’t need expensive ex- 
perts to tell us how to get rid of smoke. 
The way to do that is to burn smokeless 
fuel, or to burn other fuel in a manner 
that will not permit it to smoke.”

That forthright statement got action. 
Plain people who had blamed big industries 
for the smoke, industries that had blamed 
the householder, were ready to co-operate 
if the law was made all inclusive. Raymond 
R, Tucker, Smoke Commissioner, had been 
fighting a losing” battle for years, but with 
such a law he promised to clean up the 
town, 

The committe framed a simple law—the 
sort of law any city in America can have— 
that permitted St. Louisans to burn only 
smokeless coal (coal with less than 28 per 
cent volatile matter) unless they installed 
approved mechanical stokers. With such 
smoke-preventing: stokers they could burn 
any coal having less than 12 per cent ash. 
Anyone, of course, could burn fuel oil, coke 
or gas. 

A storm of protest broke from the soft 
coal fields across the Mississippi. The coal 
operators organized Illinois towns and cities. 
Chambers of Commerce, labor unions and 
other organizations threatened “never to 
buy another penny’s worth from St. Louis.” 
Salesmen traveling out of St. Louis were 
warned never to return to the coal district. 
St. Louis retail coal dealers, 1000 strong, 
threatened to refuse to stock smokeless coal. 

When boycott threats reached alarming 
proportions, the Department of Justice be- 
gan an investigation of a possible “combi- 
nation in restraint of trade,” and the IIli- 
nois towns quickly exchanged the word 
“boycott” for “reciprocity.” 

“Reciprocity works both ways,” Mr. Ford 
replied. “You people sell us a lot of milk. 
If you want to be stubborn, we can get our 
milk elsewhere.” . 

In April, 1940, at the insistence of three 


newspapers, three radio stations and 


152 civic organizations, the Aldermen passed 
the ordinance 28 to 1. When the coal 
dealers still refused to co-operate, they ap- 
propriated a revolving fund of $300,000 for 
enough coal to see the city through the 
next winter. 

Ford’s committee found a supply in Ar- 
kansas, Oklahoma and other states, and a 
railroad promised rock-bottom freight rates. 
The coal dealers, startled that the munici- 
pality might go into the fuel business, 
agreed to do their part. 

In 10 years the city’s population had 
dropped 7300. Apartments by the thousand 
stood vacant, eating up taxes, their owners 
facing bankruptcy when families fled to 
surrounding small towns. These apartments 
are filling up again. 

The people of St. Louis approve the or- 
dinance. I questioned 50 at random on 
the streets. Everyone liked the law, its 
enforcement and its results. Annual fuel 
bills are little if any higher, because they 
now get 30 per cent more heat per ton. Ex- 
penses are also reduced. by savings in laun- 
dry, dry cleaning, house painting and the 
general improvement in living conditions.

The city’s real estate board has claimed 
a saving to taxpayers of $39,000,000 a year. 
Organized labor and the Chamber of Com- 
merce alike favor the law. And the coal 
dealers are now behind the measure. 

Last year inspectors found 4645 violations, 
gave summonses to 1700 wilful violators, got 
promises of future co-operation from all the 
others. They taught 126 confused house- 
holders how to stoke their fires, captured a 
dozen bootleggers sneaking into town with 
trucks full of bootleg “gopher hole” coal. 

They took 500 pictures of smoking stacks 
for evidence, surveyed 868 plants ta deter- 
mine what boiler units were needed, inspect- 
ed 14,500 new furnaces, stokers and oil burn- 
ers. Owners pay nominal fees for this 
service. 

Last year, the city smoke division spent 
$55,100, collected $54,400, cost the taxpay- 
ers exactly $700. This year, in spite of 
additional inspectors and more work, the 
division will be self-sustaining. 

But the city’s troubles are not yet over. 
Illinois coal operators still carry on a skill- 
ful propaganda campaign to repeal the law. 

Although all the newspapers and radio sta- 
tions contributed to the campaign, the 
Post-Dispatch led the way, and last year 
won the Pulitzer Prize for its efforts. James 
L. Ford was named “first citizen of St. 
Louis" and presented with $1000 by the 
Chamber of Commerce. He spent that, plus 
$500 out of his own pocket, setting up a 
plan to give smokeless fuel to the poor. 

Meanwhile, 14 suburban towns and vil- 
lages that ring St. Louis on the Missouri 
side of the river have adopted the same 
ordinance. Weather Bureau reports show 
that from Nov. 1 to May 1 there was 96.3 
per cent improvement in “heavy smoke” 
conditions over the city, 72 per cent in “light 
smoke.” 

Since St. Louis emerged from its winter- 
long smogs, 122 other cities have sent com- 
mittees to find out about the miracle,

REPORTS PRODUCING CHEMICAL 
MORE POWERFUL THAN RADIUM 


Ohio State University Sciensitist 
Says New Materral Was Made 
By Atomic Bombardment. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 10 
(AP)—A feat in alchemy which 
produces a new chemical more 
powerful than radium was reported 
to the American Chemical Society 
today by Dr. J. D. Kurbator of 
Ohio State University. 

The new chemical has rays of 
2,000,000 volts compared with an 
average of a few hundred thousand 
volts for radium rays and are the 
same rays which physicians use in 
radium, Dr. Kurbator reported. The 
new material was made by atomic 
bombardment in the Ohio cyclo- 
tron. 

This bombardment converted 
strontium, the chemical used to 
color fireworks pink, into radioac- 
tive yttrium, a chemical which 
does not exist in nature. It decays 
slowly into ordinary yttrium, a 
rare earth, but in so doing its use- 
ful rays last about a week. 


DR. A. S, GREEN DIES IN EAST 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10 (AP). 
—Dr. Aaron S. Green, eye surgeon, 
died yesterday at White Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va., where he was on 
vacation. Death was caused by a 
cerebral hemorrhage. He was 61 
years old. 

Dr. Green attracted nation-wide 
attention by transplanting healthy 
corneas from dead persons to the 
eyes of those with diseased cor- 
neas.

Pacific is no less solidly found- 
ed. Japan is not at war with Rus- 
sia. In fact Japan not only has a 
treaty with Russia which guaran- 
tees freedom of access to Viadi- 
vostok but she has also a very re- 
cently signed treaty with Russia 
promising not to go to war with 
Russia. In asking us to forego the 
right to ship goods to Siberia, the 


Japanese are asking us to agree 
not only to suspend our own rights 
but to connive at the violation of 


They themselves, having been 
actively at war with China for four 
years, feel aggrieved when we re- 
duce our shipments of war supplies 
to Japan, Yet, though they are not 
at war with Russia, they ask us to 
do to Russia acts which when done 
by us to belligerent Japan, have 
evoked outcries and reprisals. Then 
to top it all, they suggest that we 
come to a new agreement with 
them based upon their violation of 
their treaties and on our betrayal 
of China, The Netherlands, Britain 
and Russia. What faith do they 
think we could put in an, agree- 
ment which originated in such 
faithlessness ? 


Were the United States to agree 
to the Japanese demands, permit- 
ting Japan to blockade Siberia, we 
should not earn the friendship of 
Japan and we should certainly earn 
the enmity or contempt of all our 
other neighbora in the Pacific. We 
should have prepared the ground 
in Siberia either for a Japanese 
conquest or for an Axis-controlled 
Russian government. Whereas now 
Siberia stands as a powerful check 
on Japan, we should have freed 
Japan for her adventures and ac- 

as Our nearest neighbor in 
Alaska another dangerous enemy. 


In fact, Japan’s willingness to let 
us send supplies to Siberia is the 
acid test of her good faith not only 
as respects her treaties with Rus- 
sia but as respects any other prom- 
ises she may make anywhere else 
in the Pacific. Japanese promises 
have not been well kept since 1931. 
Their value would drop to zero if 
now, after Mr. Matsuoka’s recent 
journey to Moscow, the new treaty 
of non-aggression were scrapped. 
The very fact that the Japanese 
Government wants to scrap that 
treaty along with all the others in 
the Pacific is conclusive evidence 
that a strong Siberia is an essen- 
tial guaranty against further ag- 
gression and, therefore, that a 
strong Siberia is a vital interest 
of the United States.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10. 
p UBLICATION of the complete 


detail of the sketchily disclosed 

coming compact with Mexico 
should be of considerable interest 
to the American people. The in- 
terest will be largely academic. 
We may get our pants taken off, 
but there is nothing much we can 
do about it. We rarely make trea- 
ties any more, as provided by the 
Constitution. We don’t because 
they have to be ratified by the 
Senate, where the people do have 
a voice. So we make “agree- 
ments” and “lease-lend” and, no 
matter what that costs our family, 
we can't do anything or even say 
very much about it, because our 
administration says they are not 
treaties. 

As announced, we are going to 
make a “loan” to the Mexican 
Government of between $50,000,000 
and $100,000,000 and that will make 
everything hunky-dory. Just what 
the “loan” is to be for is not very 
clear, but there is a good deal of 
talk about Mexico making “token 
payments” for her “expropriation” 
of American farm and petroleum 
properties in Mexico. , 

To refresh your memory, Mexico 
just “took over” a lot of Ameri- 
cans’ farms and oil properties in 
Mexico without any offer of com- 
pensation. The policy of our State 
Department was, and has re- 
mained, a temperate application 
of international law. 


What Hull Said. 


“Under international law,” gaid 
Secretary Hull, “the expropriated 
properties of American nationals 
must be paid for by compensation, 
representing fair, assured and ef- 
fective value of the properties tak- 
en ... The legality of the ex- 
propriation is in fact dependent 
on the observance of this require- 
ment... The taking of property 
without compensation is not ex- 
propriation. It is confiscation. It 
is no less confiscation because 
there may be an expressed intent 
to pay at some time in the future.” 


There is hardly an observer, in- 
cluding our State Department, who 
does not recognize that the 
Mexican Government is certainly 
incapable of making compensation 
of “fair, assured effective val- 
ue” of the seized properties. Vari- 
ous estimates run as high as half 
a billion. “Token payments” of a 
fraction of 50 to 100 millions, tak- 
en out of the pockets of American 
taxpayers and offered to _ these 
American proprieters to “appease” 
Mexico by a sleight of hand polit- 
ical maneuver is a ghastly hyp- 
ocrisy. 

It wasn’t American property 
alone that was confiscated. Most 
of these properties were British 
and Dutch. All three Govern- 
ments refused to recognize’ this 
hi-jacking and the British severed 
diplomatic relations. “Unity” in 
opposition to Hitler is as much a 
British as an American objective. 
Are we going to “appease” Mexi- 
co for Britain also by charging the 
cost of this confiscation of British

WITH THE ARMIES IN LOUIS- 
IANA, Sept. 10 (AP). — Their 
month of “warmup” maneuvers 


ended, the 500,000 men of the Sec- 
ond and Third Armies prepared to- 
day to move in position for the 
start of the general headquarters 
War games beginning Sunday. 

For two weeks the 150,000 troops 
of Lieut. Gen. Ben Lear’s Second 
Army will match military skill 
with that of Lieut. Gen. Walter 
Krueger’s Third Army of 350,000 
men in games involving every 
branch of the army. 

Meanwhile, the troops were giv- 
en a midweek holiday from the 
rigors of preliminary maneuvers 
which saw the Second Army drive 
down from Arkansas in simulated 
warfare and the Third Army en- 
gaged in intra-corps games, 

The only unit of the Second 
Army still on the move was the 
Second Cavalry from Fort Riley, 
Kan. Maj. Gen. John Milliken 
moved his highly mechanized or- 
ganization of 12,000 men, 6000 
horses and hundreds of armored 
vehicles from the Monroe area to 
a bivouac somewhere south of 
Shreveport. 

The First Armored Division 
from Fort Knox, Ky., and the Sec- 
ond Armored Division from Fort 
Benning, Ga., will unite tomorrow 
as the First Armored Corps, only 
complete such organization of 
tanks getting battle practice in the 
nation's fighting forces. The First 
had been practicing with the Sec- 
ond Army while the Second has 
been operating with Third Army 
troops. 

Exact location of the various di- 
visions of the two armies was a 
military secret, and press head- 
quarters requested all newspapers 
covering the war games and all 
local newspapers in the maneuver 
area not to disclose the position of 
troops.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP).— 
Chairfhan Maloney (Dem.), Con- 


mittee investigating the Eastern 
petroleum situation, suggested to- 
day that a price increase of less 
than 1 cent a gallon would obviate 
all threats of shortage. . 
Maloney said such an increase 
would cover the additional cost of. 
moving a large supply of petroleum 
by railroad tank cars to more than 
offset shortages resulting from di- 
version of American tanker ships 
to British service. 

A few hours earlier the Supply 
Priorities and Allocations Board 
had spiked a plan for immediate 
construction of an $80,000,000 pipe 
line from Texas to the East Coast 
—a project advocated by Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes and agreed 
to by several large oil companies. 
The board refused to grant pri- 
orities, at present, for the steel 
needed to build the line. Admiral 
Emory 8. Land, chairman of the 
Maritime Commission, has con- 
tended repeatedly that the steel 
was needed more for ships. 

While the SPAB did not pass on 
ultimate construction of the pipe 
line, the decision apparently blocked 
any chance that the line would be 
completed by next spring, as orig- 
inally proposed. 

Ralph K. Davies, Acting Petrol- 
eum Co-ordinator ,told the inves- 
tigating committee yesterday that 
the line should be built “as a mat- 
ter of national defense just as vital 
as warships and planes.” He was 


‘recalled before the committee to- 


day for cross-examination. 

Davies insisted yesterday there 
was a serious threat of insufficient 
gasoline and fuel oil to get the 
Atlantic seaboard area through 
the winter. 

He said the curtailment of sup- 
plies for service stations and gas- 
oline retailers should continue un- 
til spring and offered a mass of 
petroleum statistics to support 
this and the proposed pipeline 
construction. 

Maloney urged Davies to work 
out some formula so the addition- 
al costs of railroad movement of 
petroleum products could be 
shared by the entire industry. The 
witness said such a move was un- 
der consideration but he believed 
the oil industry should demon- 
strate increased costs before ask- 
ing for price increases, 
“You may be right,” Maloney 
agreed, but said speed was esseu- 
tial.

A cold should be treated with 
respect and not laughed off. It 
may be “just a cold,” of course, 
but it lessens the body’s resist- 
ance, and complications may fol- 
low. Don’t take unnecessary risks, 
and steer clear of folks with this 
ailment. Keep out of the way of 
blasts from sneezers and coughers; 
droplets sprayed out in this fash- 
ion spread the ultra-tiny cold 
germs from one person to another. 

If you are in good condition you 
won't be so likely to catch a cold, 
so don’t let yourself get run-down, 
or over-tired or hungry. Exposure 
to dampness, wet and cold, lowers 
the resistance to this ailment, too.

It’s not an old wives’ tale that wet

Once you have caught a cold, the 
best thing to do is to go to bed, if 
you possibly can. If you have a 
temperature, your bed is the only 
place for you, and it’s wise to call 
your doctor, Drink lots of fluids, 
including plenty of orange juice, 
and take what pills or laxative or 
nose spray or drops that your doc- 
tor orders.

The 
fingers may carry germs to articles 
that others handle, and before long 
these germs have found a haven in 
someone’s mouth or throat. Pneu- 
moni& germs are often spread in 
this way. 

It is best to use cleansing tissues 
for handkerchiefs and to discard 
them after using. Their softness 
is kinder to your nose, too. To 
lessen that redness and irritation 
about the nostrils, use soft hankies 
or tissues, and keep the skin pro- 
tected with cold cream or cam- 
phorated oil. 

Have regular checkups by your 
doctor, and let him advise you 
how to keep your health and re- 
sistance-to-illness up to par.

F the end of a dry summer 
Jorines cucumbers which are less 

attractive than you require for 
salad purposes, you can’t do better 
with them than to braise them. 
Cooked cucumbers are as tender 
as the most delicate of summer 
squash, and have a distinctive 
flavor and texture that surprise 
most people the first time they 
eat them. 

Braised Oucumbers. 

Two large or three medium sized 
cucumbers; two to three table- 
spoons butter; three-fourths cup 
water, boiling; one bouillon cube; 
one teaspoon cornstarch; one- 
fourth teaspoon salt; dash black 
pepper; chopped parsley or chives. 

Peel cucumbers thinly and slice 
crosswise about one-half inch thick, 
Melt butter in skillet, add cucum- 
bers, and brown pieces delicately 
en both sides. Add one-half cup 
of water, cover tightly, and simmer 
for about 20 minutes, until the cu- 
cumbers are transparent-looking 
and fairly tender. Dissolve’ the 
bouillon cube in the remaining 
water; add cornstarch and blend 


until smooth. Add slowly to the 
cucumbers, stirring gently until 
sauce again boils. Continue sim- 
mering five minutes longer; then 
add salt and pepper and serve hot. 
A sprinkling of chopped parsley 
or chives makes an attractive gar- 
nish.

Troubles — at 
Bridge Table

E hear much about the “tre- 


skillful players, but this, I am 
afraid, is an exaggeration. An ex- 
pert partnership,’ given @ reason- 
able share of the high cards, has 
an enormous advantage 
an average pair, but one lone 
player is in no such enviable po- 
sition. Bast, in the following hand, 
was an expert, and look what hap- 
pened to him! 

South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable, 


@KQ105: 
9K 1086 
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South opened a heart. Siete: re- 
turned a club. South cashed the 
queen and ace and led another 
heart. North brutally took out 
dummy’s last trump, and the poor- 
declarer had to concede _ three 
diamond tricks. Result, down 1100 
points! 

East had been given a Hobson's 
choice, with a vengeance! If he 
permitted the two spade redouble 
to stand, South, by playing with 
reasonable skill, would make an 
overtrick, even after a diamond 
opening lead and ruff, and thus 
score 1140 points, including the 
rubber bonus. If East ran out, as 
he actually did, 1100 points would 
be the penalty! 

No condemnation is _ strong 
enough for West’s double. Proba- 
bly, West thought he was “trap- 
ping” the original spade bid, and 
when the rebid came, had visions of 
taking umpty-ump spade tricks. 
Exactly how he could count up to 
six defensive tricks, however, will 
always remain a mystery. Hearts 
had been bid over him, hence 
there was no great logic in count- 
ing on heart tricks. But even if, 
by a supreme rush of optimism, 
West counted four trump tricks 
(a ridiculous calculation) and one 
heart, his partner still would have 
to produce the setting trick. 

Technically speaking, of course, 
East was wrong to take out the 
double, which was distinctly of 
the penalty, or business, variety. 
But East had no confidence in his 
partner (who can blame him?) 
and, with 65-2 distribution, with 
an ace and a K-J, felt that a 
diamond or club rescue would be 
cheaper than playing against a re- 
doubled contract. As has been 
seen, it didn’t make a great deal 
of difference what East did!
